Now tlial a 
reconstruction of the government must 
take place, he would favor the ostablLsh- 
incnt of two ProvinoGS in cacli Island 
and he is in favor of citlicr abolisliiiig or 
making elective the Legislative Council. 
Mr Fyke, on the other hand, whihst lie 
supported the Government on the Aboli- 
tion question, cleoiares he was in favor of 
remitting it to tlie constituencies ; he ]irc- 
foi-s only one Province for each Island ;

still retaining tlio Legislative Council, 
These are the chief points of difference, 
but they are not such as should materially 
affect the judgment of the electors in 
their selection, except jicrhaps tlie dealing 
with tlie Upper House.

The claims of oacli, politically, being thus 
defined, and, as we assume, being about 
equal, let u.s consider tlieir other qualifica- 
tions. Mr Baiud possesses the great 
merit of being a local candidate ; living in 
the district, actually engaged and largely 
interested in the various businesses ami 
mining speculations to which tlio Dunstan 
district owes its inqiortanco, and from 
which it derives its wealth. He is there- 
fore uodoubtcdly more amenable to tlio 
power which a constituency can and should 
exercise upon its representative than any 
gentleman would be, to put it shortly, 
who is not one of ourselves. This is a 
point in favor of Mr Baird to which due 
importance should be given in considering 
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liis cluima to oiir 6 up]) 0 rt. Some may 
feel inclined to igooi’e tliia claim, bat be- 
fore they do ?o, wo would ask them to 
compare the amount of attention which has 
been shown to the whole Dunstan district 
since two good local men wero sent to the 
Council to watch over its interests, with 
the attention it formerly received. We may 
fairly accept the truth of Mr Baird’s own 
statements when he says in hU address 
that his long residence upon goldfields, 
and his occupations during the last twenty- 
two years, should be a guarantee of his 
ability to advise and direct in any moi- 
aures brought forward for the benefit of a 
mining community j and we can also b{- 
iieve that his own personal interest in any 
such benefit would make him anxious ai^ 
ready to bring about or assist in carryii^ 
such measurea We need hardly lay an^ 
great stress on the fact of his being an uy 
tried man, and not much of a pubic 
«ptakor. New men must begin some tiinji 
or other, and we scarcely know one in 
stauce in which a new beginner bus 
succeeded at first in the way of pubtip 
speaking. ! 

Mr Pyke's qualifications, on the othe: 
hand, are somewhat • dift'erent He is i 
fluent, able, and sometimes even pcwerfiij 
speaker. Ills residence upon and bis ex 
perience of goldfields have been quite eqnh 
in point of time to Mr Baird’s. Ho i 
well-known personally to the electors o 
the district, and it is known to them thal 
Mr Pyke has had great experience of botl 
goldfields and political matters in Yariouj 
capacities, — as Warden upon the Gold 
fields, and also as a member of legislativi 
bodies both in Tictoria and New Zealand 
These qualifications are all favorablo ii 
oue sense to the candidature of Mr Pyke. 

Still, however, other considerations wil' 
arise with rcfiective electors when, having 
considered individual qualifications of tlirl 
two candidates, they come to decide as be 
tween them. It will be remembered that 
Mr Pyke is in no sense a local man ; tlial

It will be recollected that about a month 
ago wo reported tlio drowning at Morven HilU 
station of a man uamed Charles Stewart. Tho 
accident occurred on the 23rd ultimo, when the 
deceased was attempting to cross a flooded 
creek. On tho 15th of the present month the 
body of Stewart was found about a mile down 
the creek from the spot were ho was last seen. 
Tho remains whore nuich dooompoaed, and it not 
being considered necessary to hold an inquest, 
tho body was buried,

Its weight was 455az 3dwt, resulting from a 
crushing of 281 tons of stone. The stuff put 
through tho mill was not picked in any way, 
but was passed into the stampers just as it 
came. This fact may account for the product 
not being more valuable, but points to the rich- 
ness of the reef held by tho proprietors above- 
namel, whose reward is a well-deserved one.

ELECTION MEETINGS.

Mr Pyke at the Aiheii.i;um Hall, 

Mr Vincent Pyke, a catididato for the re- 
(ircsentation of the Dnhstan district in the 
Geneival Assembly, iiildressed the electors in 
Croiiiwoll on Friday evening last. The at- 
tcndiince w.aa large, and the expression of llie 
candidate’s views was listened to with very 
close attention. 

Mr D. A. Jollv, Mayor, occupied the 
; chair, and in an address of some little length, 

' introduced 

! Mr Pyke, who spoke in effect somewhat as 
follows Mr Mavor and gentlemen, — In the 
very brief notice in.serted in the local paper 
he (the speaker) h.ad said he had “ ploasiire” 
ill placing his services at the disposal of the 
electors of the Dunstan district. Tliis cx- 
presssion was not n.sod conventionally but of 
sot purpose. It was a pleasure because it 
seemed to liim that to any man with political 
aspirations there could be no greater plea- 
sure than to rc|)rcsent those wliom he bust 
knew .and most respected. If there was any 
part wliere he was best known, it was this 
district, and any people he best respected it 
was tbemselves. He liiid lived in this dis- 
trict for a number of years and could there- 
fore to some extent claim tn be a Duiistanito. 
Here lio bad s|)ont a most pleasant portion of 
his life and if he had not gained the good 
opinion and confidence of the people be was 
prep.ared to retire from political life. He 
thought he li.ad good grounds for addressing 
them and asking their support on the present 
occasion, and he did not do so witlioiit a full 
confidence of lieiiig successful, Tliere never 
was a time in our history nor probablv 
would again occur, when every vote and cx- 
iiression of opinion w.as of such importance. 
It had fallen to the lot of the people now to 
assist in the building up of the constitution 
of what waS destined to he a great nation, 
aud it bec.amo every man wlio had a voice in 
its construction to exercise it in a manner 
which would not act injuriously. During 
the last se.ssion of P.arliainent an Act of great 
importance had been p,assed — tlie Abolition 
of Provinces Act. By that Act tlie Constitu- 
tion under which the Colony had existed 
during the Last twenty years was abolished. 
Under tli.at Constitution the Colony was 
divided into nine Provinces, wlilcb entailed 
the existence of nine Governments, nine 
Parliaments, nine Governors, and nine Ex- 
ecutives. Let them reflect tli.at all this ma- 
chinery was oniployeil to govern 3.(X),fl0ri 
people. Tlicro could be no question tlur. 
we have been fearfully oveT-govornod. To 
got rid of this plotliora of govoniment was 
till! object of the .Abolition .Ael. Hut to lit- 
tempt to pas.s that measure w itbout iippoa! to 
the people was in his (the sjinakor’b) opinion | 
an iniqnitmis proc-eding, aud bo was the first 
man iii the .Asseiiibly to protesi. against .such 
a course. Hut he was too weak to opimse a 
strong ami deterniined majorilv ami did 
under the cireiiiiistances what he timiight 
ally other sensible man wniibl liave ihuiR — 
-iccorJcd a oiodoratii siip]iort instead of offev- 
ing a futile opnositiou. Hut while lie 
stronglv advocated the decision of tbatim- 
nortaol uic.isiire being left in the bands of 
the pcopio, lie at the same time was opposed 
to the c.iiitiiiiuillon of I’roviiicialiaiii. It 
wins not the question of ProvincialUm, how- 
ever, which was at the root of Hie wlio’e 



matter — it was a question of far iloopor im- 
port — that of tho Land. Tlio land was the 
property of the people, and ho (tho speaker) 
hold that with regard to it tho Middle Island 
sliould not allow iiiterfeience by a foreign 
power, as he consiilored tlio North Island to bo. 
[Mr Pyke hors went into details as to tho 
land fund betwoou the two Islands from 
1850 up to the present tiiiio.] The real issno 
tliat was fought was whetlier the North 
Island should share in the land fund derived 
from the Middle Island, and such an idea lie 
had all along strenuously opposed Tiie 
land fund was certainly very important, but 
its administratiuii was infinitely mure so. 
It was of far greater moment to Now Zea- 
land that population should be permanently 
settled on tiie land than whether the 
land should be sold at 20a or 40s per acre. 
What was the use of spending money on im- 
migration if those people who came to our 
shores could not find means of scttleiiienl I 
He thought it would bo a wise provision to 
give the land away, so long ,as it conduced 
to families settling in the country (cheers). 
Land was the source of wealth — not fro in the 
proceeds of its sale, but from its productive- 
ness and its utilization. If they once agreed 
to have their land ailiiiiiiistered from Wel- 
lington, the Middle Island would never be 
what its natural resources gave ample room 
for — a great, glorious, and prosperous coun- 
try. Regarding his political creed, Mr Pyke 
said, he was not a Provinoialist, and never 
would be, nor was ho a Centralist. H e was 
a Federalist or Insular Separationist, He 
held the same opinion regarding separation 
that he advocated fourteen years ago, and 
those who now came forward cm that ticket 
were simply following his fuutstcps, 'Jo 
prove this he would read from tlic news- 
papers of the day (13(52). The sciiti- 
ineiits there put forth wuuiil show be was 
not nor ever had been a Centralist, but bad 
been consistent in bis view's that Separation 
was tho only means by which this Island 
could get justice. Tho people of tho North 
knewnothingofoiirwimts ; and only ilesired to 
become enriched at the expense of the Miildlo 
Island — it had oven been proposed that the 
profits of our railways should go to inako up 
the deficiencies in theirs. In the matter of 
railways, he (the speaker) was in favor of 
the profits being devoted to tho extension of 
lines, and he felt confident that were this 
done in Otago tlie iron liorse would be in 
Cromwell in less than five years. He held 
the opinion that light railways could be mails 
for less money than it cost for roads, and 
sneh roads ! Immense siiiiis of inuney hid 
been spent in this department, and ivhat 
had we to show for it— only mud tracks, 
they could not be termed roads. The 
speaker enumerated numerous iiistaiices of 
wasteful and extravagant expenditure in 
:road and bridge making wliicli bad coino 
under his notice. He proceeded to say that 
so long as up-country districts liad to depend 
jon the liberality of Dunedin, liivercaigill, 
and Oamaru, they would fare but biully. 
Ho had said ProviiioiaUsiu was dead, which 
‘they would believe when even Mr Mac- 
laiidrow acknowledged it [eiJe liis “ Addre.ss 
to the People.”) He (the .speaker) had con- 
gratulated Mr Macimdreiv on coming round 
to his views. The only diff'ei'cnce bu- 
tivGcn them was that the Siiperiiileinlout ad- 
vocated two Pmvinecs in the lUiil.lle Islaiul, 
while ho (Mr Pyku) wont in for one. One 
of the chief reasons for his ailvoeaoy of ouo 
govcmmeiit for the Miihlli! Lsl.uul was the 
jealousy of Gantei liiiry. The people in that 
Province held tlieinselve.s superior to all ; 
lot us once get rill of this jealous or envious 
feeling and the whole Islainl would be muted 
in one bond of strength, whereas .sc|iar;und 
they would be weak always. Therefore, lie 
was strongly faviuabto to oiiu cenfral Go- 
vernraent for this Island. If wo could not 
get one, let ns take two Govormneiit.s as 
better than being coutrullcd from AVelliiig- 
tou. All Governments were com prom isc.s, 
and it behoved us to get tliii best terms wo 
could. Anything was better than being 
governed from Cook Str.iit. 'J.'bo Local 
Govcvuiiient Hill introduced last session 
mo.ant weakening the power of tlio people, 
and placing full authority in the liaiiils of 
the central Goveriimciit. He was in favor 
of the formation of large districts, each 
within itself carrying out the fn'ictioiis 
which Provincialism has (icrformiul, and 
each having full a/lmiiiistiative ]>mver. He 
instanced Nova Beotia as a country fioiii 
which wo might with ail vantage take a few 
notes in the art of governing. Reverting 
to the Land Question, he was in favor of the 
deferred payment system, and coiisiJcroil 
the pries should be reduced to £1 per ,icre 
at most. A.S be had before said, solllcmeiit 
was a matter of far greater conaeqiienca tliiin 
tho more question of how iiianv pimnd.s 
could bo gained by the sale of the lands. 
Mr Pykq then dealt with the Iiieidoiicc of 
Taxation at some length. Me said than as at 
present levied, the po ir inau bad to ]iav tbu 
highest taxation, and the rich man the liiasL 
The iniuiiig conimmiities had to pav largely 
tUio igli tiie OiiKtom.s dii'.ies levied on the 
ueco IS, ivies of life. Tea, siigar, elc., wore 
null! to annually ceiitribute .T I olUKl ), 
wliilo c initalisls, landnohler.s, Ac., escaped, 
lie (Ibo S[i riker) considered tliat if a man's 
ii'C'iiue excce li-il a-vear, be .should bo 

taxed : anil a lin’d er of over MOO .acres of 
laud sbimlil also lie uiadc to eimtribntc to 
the revenue ; wliilc the ilutios on iiecess-iries 
sbonld bo rcdnceil or alt im'lber abolisheil. 
Till', iieople were now taxed to the utmn.st 
strain tliey could bear. He thong'd ,a very 
censiilerable saving could be effected in the 
cost of governnumt — to tlio extent at least of 
a quarter of a niilliim if i.bc Government in 
power were willing to exercise economy and 
jiiilgnient. The Native Qiiestiioi, Fi aiiobise, 
Eilucaliuii, .anil constitution rS the Upper 
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Tlfinse were also clnarly dealt witli by the 
eamUdalfl, whoso views thereon neemod to 
meet with the approval of the meeting. Ke- 
ferrirtg to GokUielda Uovenne, Jlr Pyke 
pointed out that under tho provisions of the 
Aljolition Act it was stipulated that £2 sub- 
sidy shotdd bo p.aid for every £ raised in a 
district from miners' rights, gold duty, 
licenses, &c. This amount to bo expended 
on local works. For years and years he had 
fought. hard against tho gold duty, consider- 
ing it Wits wrong to tux the industry of a 
country, besides being a grievous burden on 
tlio minors of Otago- It was for tho miners 
themselves to say whether they wanted to 
get rid of the gold duty or wliether they 
were con-ent to boar it for the sake of tho 
.subsidy. 11 is advice was to urge for aboli- 
tion of the duty ; tiiat once gained they would 
hosuroof it, hntthoy would not besoaurc,dio 
thought, of tlio promised subsidy. TJierefore, 
if returned, unless lie was specially requested 
to the contrary, he should continue t<j urge for 
the removal of this tax im industry. If lie 
could not achieve tliat, lie would endeavor to 
get Id placed on each pound of wool — a pro- 
duct which did comparatively little ^ood to 
the country, hut kejit up absented pastoral 
tomuita. Touching the important question 
of the pastoral leases, Blr Pyko thought it 
only fair to point out that it was an impecu- 
nious. Pio'/incial, and not the General, Go- 
vermneiit who had extended the present 
leases. It was at the time a fair bargain on 
1,10th aide.s as bctiveon tlio .Provincial autho 
ritics and the Crown tenants. He (Mr 
Pyke) was a strong advocate when tho pre- 
sent leases fell in, of cutting up the runs into 
sheep farms of from 5(lt)d to 10,000 acres, 
according to the natural features of the 
ciimitry, 'I'lio only sure way to prosperously 
sf! tic the jieople on tho soil was to allow 
facilities for mixed fanning. It w;is no use 
giving a man flD acres to starve U|ion-— he 
must have comniouage whereon to rear stock. 
Pair notice slioidd ho given to tho present 
lessees that when their term expires tho runs 
would be cut up. Whom there w.as now 
only to Vio seen a solitary shepherd’s liut 
there would then be happily and com- 
fortably located hundred.s of families (cheers). 
Several otlicr matlors of minor import- 
ance ivcro iiaiidled by Mr I’ykc, who 
hrought his lengthy .ant' interesting address 
to a close in the following words : — Such, 
Mr Mayor and gentlemen, are my views 
upon the political questions of the day. 
It remains for yon, as a coiistitnent portion 
of tho body politic, to say whether those 
vieivs .arc in unison with yoiiv own. If they 
arc, and if, in a<l<lition,ymir knowledge of ray 
past career, and of my character and reputa- 
tion, inspires yon with eon lideiiee in me, 1 
a.sk yon for your siitlrages — I a.sk you to re 
)>nse ill me tliat great and solemn trust im- 
jdied in the election of your representative, 

I do not iigrco with tho coiiiiium cant con- 
veyed by such ])hr.asos as “ Measures, not 
men.”

It has fallen to 
our lot to do that wliieli hut few men, at far 
dist.aiit intervals of liiiio, ai'o called ujion to 
]>erform, — iiaiiiely, to remodel the constitu- 
tion of a young nation. Not for us is

Not for us are the triiiiiiphs of arms, of art, 
of song.

rouiidatioiis of a future eiii|iire, which hi cen- 
turies yet to collie iiiav rival — |ierhaps trans- 
cend — tlie glories oi (iie Great Mother of 
Nations, -mir native land, -even tliat IJri- 
i.aiii tli.'it ivu love so well. Let it bd tmr 
aim to do imr work aftei" siieh fashion and so 
carefully thatourehiklreii, and our children's 
cliildvcii to the rciiuitest generation, may 
arise and call us ble.i.ieJ. Ho shall wc feel 
1 lial. oiir lives have not hceii spent in vain, 
hut that we have riiililled our iiiaiiifcst des- 
tir.y, and discliaiged our proper fuiictioiis 
faithfully ami weil. 

A liuiiiher of ipic.-ilions were ]iut to the 
o^imlidate by Mis.sr.s MacKcllar, Taylor, and 
Golrlough, the vejilirs to which wo may 
ivridly eouden.se : —Had not voted with the 
Govermiieiit on every oeoasioii.

Air Pyke addressed the electors in this 
p.ortioii of the district on Monday evening. 
Mr Buch.an was in the chair. 

The attendance was largo. Among other 
matters dealt with. Air Pyko expressed him 
self strongly in favor of having a Warden 
ajqiointed for tho Cromwell di.stiiet. Was 
in favor of reduciiin price of miners’ rights 
to 5s i»cr aiiimni, and also cost of ccrtilleatos 
and nniiiher of forms .should be reduced, 
togetlier with tho wearisoiiio jirocess of get- 
ting llu'ough the forms as now prescribed. 
Tlio law allowed of a mining board being 
elected, but the Provincial Government had 
refused the request of tho mining associa- 
tions and turned a deaf ear to the potitioii 
of tho minors of Otago. This could now be 
remedied, and when elected he would exert 
himself to attain it. The Kawaran bridge 
should be puichased by the Government and 
made free ; at present, it was an obstruction 
to tlio business of the district. 

Ill answer to questions, Air Pyko said he 
was opposed to compulsory education, as he 
considered it would be a gross injustice. He 
was' in favor of elective I'klueation Board.s. 
— If ap]>lication wore made for a sludge chan- 
nel at Pipeclay, no doiilit it could be ob- 
tained. The money fur the Carrick Water 
Race had been obtained by him (Mr Pyko), 
and uidy by very strong and jiorsLstcrit per- 
sonal exertions, and tlio same energy would 
produce similar results in tho case of the 
sludge channel. 

At the close of the prococdlngs,.a vote of 
confidence in Mr Pvke was carried against a 
contrary motion by a majority of more than 
two to one.

and (4) tho total abolition of tho Legislative 
Coniicil, or the creation of it as an elective 
hiidy. The speaker gave his variouH rcason.s 
for proposing to support such a policy, and 
promised, if elected, to give all lii.s time and 
attention to carrying out the details of such 
a Bchcmo to tho utmost. Mr Baird next 
touched on the land question, and spolce for 
some time in support of tho deferred ])aymont 
system. Ho would like to see the jirico ro- 
diiccd again, and would support giving power 
to have the area to bo taken aimually in- 
creased, it necessary, from 3f),000 acres to 
100,000. The system Iiad worked well, and 
would yet work wonders, he believed. Ho 
was of opinion that tho time had arrived to 
deal in .a proper way with tho pastoral leases. 
Within the next three 3'ears a good number 
of tho leases would expire, and he would 
strongly siqiport such a ])olicy as would cut 
np tho present areas into blocks of from two 
to ten th ons.and acres, according to tho natu- 
ral boundaries. The speaker went on to 
speak of the determined efforts that must bo 
iniidc to ilevelop the railway system, and es- 
pecially tho.se lines loading to the interior. 
Which way it came ho cared not, via Tiia- 
peka or via Waihemn, hut come it must, and 
lie would give it all the support in his power. 
The cll'nct on tho Dnnstan district would be 
something marvellous, and he felt quite sure 
tho population would bo increased within a 
few years to four times its present number, 
if the railway were only completed. With 
regard to tho gold duty, ho would advocate 
its total abolition. It was an infamous tax, 
boiii" a direct ono on labor, and it ought to 
bo wiped out of existence at once. Ho re- 
feiTcd to the efforts in.'ido in tho Provincial 
Council to secure a reduction, and how they 
had been frustrated by the General Govonr- 
mciit, although the pri’.sont Premier, Dr 
Pollen, had promised tliat it should beagrued 
The charges for leases and for other rents, 
etc., in connection with gold mining were too 
high, and he would support their reduction. 
He instanced, also, the hardship which min- 
ers were subjected to often in comicetion 
with the survey of their claims and applica- 
tions, and thought also the fees could bo re- 
duced with great advantage. A number of 
otlier matters ATr Baird referred to, which 
our space forhicks ns to notice ; but he con- 
chnled by thanking the electors for tlie 
patient hearing they had given him, and by 
cxprc.ssing a hope that after the ienghh of 
time they had known liim they would have 
sniliciout confidence in him to give him their 
siqiport on the day of the poll. Ho could 
not claim the credit of being a fluent and 
ready speaker, but be had no doubt that in 
that respect he would jmt greatly improve. 
His interests, liowevor, were theirs, and he 
therefore hiul mncli jiluasiire in sulniiitting 
to their judgninni;, and offering himself as a 
candidate for their suffrages. 

At the conclusion of Mr Baird’s remarks, a 
v.aricly of qm;.stions were asked, to which 
satisfactory an.swers were given ; and after 
several gentlemen had intimated tlioir con- 
currence in Mr Baird's view.s,

OENTLEhiBtf,— la accordance witli the wiahoa 
and at the request of a large number of jny 
fcUow-electora, 1 hare the honor to announce 
my intention of seeking your support at the 
ensuing election for the House of Representa* 
fives. 

I regret that circumstances have been so 
ordered that little time will be allowed you in 
deliberating upon such an important matter as 
the choice of a representative, but I shall endea- 
vour in wbat time is available to visit the 
various centres of the district, and to lay iny 
political views before you. - 1 have good reason 
to think they will be found to bq similar to 
those held by a large majority of the electors in 
the district. 

Lest I should not, however, have an opportu- 
nity of meeting you all personally, I may be 
permitted here to give, as hrieAy as possible, a 
general idea of my political views, 

I will begin by frankly stating that I think 
not only was a wrong step taken politically dur- 
ing the last session of the Assembly with regard 
to the Abolition of Provinces, but that a most 
, svions wrong was attempted to be perpetrated 
by a majority of an expiring Parliament against 
the rights and privileges of the electoral body. 
The extreme step of abolishing Provincial Cio-. 
vernments and Councils,— the creation of the 
people themselves, and only existing by the will 
of the people,— should only have been taken 
with the consent first obtained and at the ex- 
pressed wish of the people- My views will so 
tar, then, be understood when I say, that had I 
been your representative during last session, I 
should steadily and consistently have supported 
the Opposition in their endeavours to remit the 
question to the voice of the country. 

Now that the question has been raised, how- 
ever, I am sure T only interpret the almost 
unanimous opinion of the country when I say it 
is desirable that some change should be made in 
the direction of simplifying the form of govern- 
ment under which we live. Over-government 
has been the chief evil of which we have had to 
complain, and any change should provide for 
four things. First,- the separation financially 
and politically (save in purely federal matters) 
of the North from the South Islaud ; second, 
the creation of a legislature or legislatures in 
each Island, having absolute power in all mat- 
ters not purely federal ; third, the reconstruction 
of the General Assembly in accordance with 
these changes, both in regard to the number of 
its members and its powers ; and, fourth, the 
total abolition of the Legislative Council, or the 
reconstruction of it as au elective body. 

These are, briefly, my views upon the most 
important constitutional questions likely to be 
discussed during next session of the Assembly. 

1 , am in favor of a still further extension of 
the system of deferred payments in selling the 
land, and would support any measure which 
would have the effect of reducing the price uuder 
th.at system as fixed during the last session. 
With further regard to the land question, (with 
the alteration mentioned above,) I believe it 
wniihl be well to be content till, by the effluxion 
of time, the present leases of tlie runs are about 
to expire. In view of that event, I will be pre- 
pared to most strongly advocate and support 
such an alteration of tiro law, (if it is necessary, 
which I don’t believe, ) and such an alteration in 
the administration, as would enable men of ordi- 
nary means to take up leases of from 2000 to 
10,000 acres of pastor.al country, iusteadot, as 
at present, having large blacks of from 50,000 
to 500,000 acres monopolised by one wealthy 
irm; 

The immediate extension of the Railway 
scheme to the interior of the country will re- 
ceive my warmest support. I cannot forgot in 
doing so that the Otago central line of railwiiy, 
whether coming via Tuspeka or Palmerston, 
will pass through, and for a time terminate in, 
the Dunstan District, and that its construction 
would not only prove an immense benefit to the 
present population, but would, in providing 
cheap and easy transit for goods and passengers, 
give such a stimulus to the various industries in 
the district .as would treble, aud even quadruple, 
its present population. 

I am in favor of the entire Abolition of the 
Gold Duty, and also of the reduction in amount 
of the fees and rents which now form such a 
serious item to the mining community. 

With regard to matters more purely local, 1 
do not deem it necessary to say much. I think 
the way in which my own indiviilual interests 
arc hound up in, and inseparable from, the 
mining prosperity of the district should be a 
sufficient guarantee that .any measure which is 
likely to have the effect of benefiting the 
mining community will have my unremitting 
attentien. I think also, when I state that I 
have lived and worked on the Gnltlficlds both in 
Victoria and New Zealand for the last 22 years, 
it ra.ay be taken as a guarantee that I can bring 
some knowledge of the special wants of a 
mining community to tho consideration of any 
question which may arise affecting their 
interests. 

And now, gentlemen, in conclusion, I trust

watch the interests of a district in which I am 
personally deeply interested that I seek election 
at all. Hail any other local eamliihate, holding 
tho same' or similar views, cumo forward, ho 
should have had my heartiest siijiport ; but 
when I find that the probability of having to 
spend five or six montha in Wellington every 
year, and the sacrifice of business and income 
consequent thereupon, is deterring ocher .md 
perhaps abler men from offering their services tn 
you, in obedience , to tlie request of a large 
number of yourselves, I offer mine. 1 can 
afford the time, and no business iu which I am 
engaged will suffer from my absence. 

I therefore leave tho issue in your bauds. If 
you should do me the honor to elect me, you 
may rest assured nothing will he wanting on 
boy part to carry out the duties of your repie 
pentative ill a, manner worthy the most import- 
ant Goldfields district in the Colony,
